Housing the People. 

Under the rew Housing Bill which is 
before Ddil Fireann, a sum of £300,000 
is to be spent during the coming year in 
assistance of housing schemes in the Free 
State. Under last year’s Act nearly a 
quarter of a million pounds was earmarked 
towards the building of houses, and some 
5,000 houses were approved, While last 
year’s Act was thoroughly successful, it 
is expected that the new Bill will prove 
a keener stimulus to building, for in 
certain respects it.is more favourable to 
builders and to societies availing them- 
selves of its provisions. The restriction 
on the selling price of houses to be built 
is removed, so that the public utility 
societies and local authorities which seek 
aid from the Government have a larger 
freedom of adjustment in the recovery of 
their own expenditure. A few deputies 
took the view yesterday that the new bill 
will encourage the ‘‘ better housing of the 
middle class” rather than the housing of 
the earners of low wages. Under the new 


conditions, they argued, there will be 
greater incentive to build five-roomed 
houses for middle-class purchasers than 
three-roomed dwellings for the needy. 
We agree with President Cosgrave’s reply , 
to this criticism. Middle-class citizens, 
he said, do not live in houses of a valua- 
tion of £15 or £16 per annum. In effect, 


between Lough Derg and Ardnacrusha, 
where the power station is to be built, the 
course of the river must be diverted.

Below the power 
station the Shannon will be deepened 
between Parteen and Sarsfield Bridge, 
and arrangements will be made 
whereby .vessels of one hundred and 
fifty tons burden will be able to sail from 
Limerick to Killaloe, via a ship-hoist near 
the power station, which will raise them 
one hundred feet in one stage, instead of 
by the tenfold system of locks which exists 
at present and confines the navigation of 
the river to eighty-ton boats. 

The scheme, according to Messrs. 
Siemens-Schuckerts’ estimates, will cost in 
all about £5,200,000. It will produce 


have been deducted, will be reduced to 
about 110,000,000 units for sale to the 
consumer.

Apparently, 
immédiate arrangements will be made for 
distribution of the current, One main 
line, bearing 100,000. volts, will run from 
Limerick to Dublin, and smaller lines will 
form a network through the country, 
bringing electricity virtually to the hall- 
door of everybody who wants to use it. 
Hitherto, although individual Ministers 
have announced that the scheme will be 
accepted, no official statement has been 
made, but it seems to be more than likely

should be the normal provision for the 
workers. The three-roomed dwelling cannot 
house a growing family; and a national 
housing policy should not seek the malti- 
plication of cramped and uncomfortable 
homes. We wish to see the working class 
provided with dwellings of which they can 
be proud, and in which they can live 
healthy and contented lives. If, however, 
the Government policy is to fructify, 
public opinion must be aroused in its sup- 
port. Rightly did Mr. Cosgrave observe 
that the housing problem cannot be solved 
without combined effort from all sections 
of the community. As he said, it never 
can be solved on a 44-hour week.

If the great task before us were 
tackled in this zealous spirit, and if 
public utility societies could secure tenders 
for houses considerably nearer to normal 
prices, it would be easier to raise capital 
without resort to the sparse resources of 
the State. What the Government is doing 
is good; but 5,000 houses a year will not 
go far in itself towards satisfying the 


needs of our people. Speculative building 
on a large scale is needed ; and the deputy 
was right who remarked that the hew | 
feeling of confidence should encourage ' 
activity in this field.

LENNOX ROBINSON’S 

“ROUND TABLE.” 


From Oom Own CorresPonpenr. 
LYNDON, Wednesday. 

Miss Dorothy Dix and Miss Clare Greet 
deserve praise for their ¢lever acting of diffi- 
cult characters in Mr. Lennox Robinson’s 
'" comedy-tragedy’’ presented at the “Q” 
Theatre for the first timp in London. 

“The Round Table “ is a curious little 
play about a futile helpless family, with one 
sensible daughter. That is to say, she is 
sensible through the first act, but later her 

ractical common-sense deserts her, and she 

comes obsessed with the idea of real 
freedom, which, according to a “' strange 
woman's ” visit, does not include marriage 
and babies. 

So the girl, having settled her family's 
affairs, forsakes her excellent young man and 
departs, via Liverpool, for the “ distant 
shores,"’ where presumably she hopes to find 
that illusory something she is convinced will 
escape her if she re her place at the 
usual round table of life. 

Mr. Robinson's motive is a little mystify- 
ing at times, but in spite of that the play is 
of undoubted interest, and was capitally 
acted by a good all-round cast. Miss Dix as 
the girl was convincing, and Miss Clare 
Greet as a gatrulous, but lovable old mother 
was eXactly right. 


**THE PAINTED SWAN.” 

Great interest has been taken by the 
theatrical and social world in Princess 
Bibesco’s new play, “ The Painted Swan,”’ 
fwhich was produced this week at the Every- 
man Theatre. The story is of Ann, the wife 
of the Lord Lieutenant, whom most of the 
characters in the play talk about a good deal, 
and whom everyone thinks perfect. 

Ann, however, has an affair with a member 
of Parliament, who appears to have failed 
his party at a critical moment, and who is 
reported to have been seen drunk when he 
should have been at the House. When the 
supposedly saintly Ann hears this, in an out- 
burst of passionate anger she declares he 
was with her and that he is her lover. But 
no one believes her, and so she escapes the 
usual consequences of her moral lapse. 

The real tragedy occurs when she realises 
the man she has loved and idealised is a cad. 

While admitting this play is too verbose, 
that there is too little action, and the con- 
struction is not theatrically effective, there 
is no denying the brilliance, originality and 
intellectual charm of much of the conversa- 
tion. 

An exceptionally gifted cast, headed by 
Miss Edith Evans, Mr. Allan Jeayes, Mr. 
Frank Cellier, and Mr. Robert Harris, played 
admirably throughout. If only the authoress 
had written this play in conjunction with a 
seasonal playwright, one feels the result would 
have been remarkably worth while. 


“ DANCING MOTHERS.” 

Last nights new F at the Queen's

The Protocol. 


The Cabinet, at its weekly meeting to 
day, in addition to its usual business, 
discucsed the report of Mr. Chamberlain

General Mulcahy proposed a new section, 
providing for the forfeiture of a judge's pen- 
sion, if, while in recept of ,t, he was.con- 
victed of any offence and sentenced to more 
than three months’ imprisonment. 

Mr. Blythe pointed out that there was no 
such provision in the Courts of Justice Act, 
and that Dail judges should not be put on 
a different footing from the judges of the 
existing Courts. Under an Act of 1870 
pensions could be forfeited in certain cir- 
cumstances. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 


SUMMER TIME. 


The Summer Time Bill was passed through 
the Committee stage without any discussion 
pxept that Mr. Wilson objected to the sec- 
tion which gives the Minister for Justice 
ms to fix summer time at any time.

GREAT WAR. 


HOW SHE COULD HAVE 
WON,

Germany would have won the war if he; 
first great attack had been made against 
Russia. This is the assertion of Han: 
Delbrueck, Professor of History at the 
Berlin University, and Germany's foremost 
military critic, who to-day issues to the 
world his considered reasons why Germany 
lost the world-war. According to Profess 
Delbrueck, the German invasion of Belgium 
which was admitted to be wrong by 
Bethman Hollweg, was worse than a 
mistake; it was a crime. He declares tha: 
recently-published documents have proved ty 
be the correct opinion of the minority, tha: 
the first attack of Germany should have been 
directed against Russia. 

“The German General Staff, under the 
leadership of Lieutenant-Genera! von Moltke. 
with agreement of the Austrian Chief oí 
Staff, von Conrad, declared itself unable to 
attempt any other plan of attack than that 
projected long before by Count Schlieffen— 
namely, the march through Belgium. Tho 
entire group of military critics until now 
have declared this to have been right, and 
‘extensive works on the world-war obtained 
from Imperial archives have supported this 
point of view. But I have always 
belonged to the few who have op 

d this" stand, and now revelations 
ave appeared which I must say, to 
my great regret, show the minority to have 
been right."’ 

“The Bavarian Major Mayr, an officer of 
the General Staff during the war, has just 
revealed documents from the Russian archives 
and personal statements made by Genera! 
Danilow, who, in 1914, was the Russian 
Quartermaster-General, declaring that the 
basis on which our General Staff built its 
plans. was incorrect.’ 

Professor Delbrueck goes on to explain that 
the German Genera! aft believed it to be 
absolutely necessary to conduct an offensive 
on the Western Front, and to invade Bel- 
gium to protect the vital industrial regions 
of the Ruhr. It was the opinion of the 
General Staff that had France been able to 
invade Germany she would have made it im- 
ssible for Germany to support a long war. 
ajor Mayr explains, however, that an at- 
tack on the Russian Army would not have 
called for more than the cutting off of the 
great Polish fortresses and the maintenance 
of the Kovno-Grovno-Brest-Litowsk line. 
According to Major Mayr's information, the 
Russians ridiculed any idea of retreat, such 
as that which the Russian Army made before 
Napo'eon in 1812, and the Russian Com- 
mander-in-Chief, the Grand Duke Nicholas, 
lived only with the idea of an offensive. He 
had bound himself to maintain this idea 
in his dealings with the French Genera! Staff. 

In view of these facts it was impossible to 
believe that the Russians entertained any idea 
of such a retreat, which would have forced 
Germany to maintain longer lines ef communi- 
cation. Professor Delbrueck is of opinion that 
Germany could have smashed the Russian 
Army and attajned the Kovno-Brest line 
within forty-five days. During this time she 
would have had to maintain a defensive on 
the West front, but at the end of this period 
it would have been possible to release a 4 
portion of the troops on the Eastern front for 
the necessary offensive in the West. 
Professor Delbrueck declares that it was 
possible completely to smash the Russians 
through the landing of an army on the Estho 
nian coast. He believes that this flank at- 
tack—and he is supported by Major Mayr ia 
the revelations from the Russian archives— 
would have put the Russians out of the war 
completely, and have left the entire German 
Army to deal with France. Under this plan 
of campaign it would not have been necessary. 
in the opinion af Professor Delbrueck, to have 
perpetrated the invasion of Belgium, and the 
whole war could have been victoriously ended, 
probably without interference from England, 
within a very short time. 

Professor Delbrueck quotes the Russian ex 

rt, Wasettia, in support of his theories. 
fasettia said :—'' One can certainly say that 
Russia would have been forced to capitulate 
within three or four months if Germany had 
made the first great attack against Russia.
